David Wertime is a Senior Editor at Foreign Policy, where he covers Chinese media, politics, 

and Internet. He previously founded Tea Leaf Nation, a Chinese media analysis site which was 

recently acquired by the Washington Post Company (now Graham Holdings Co.). David first 

encountered China as a Peace Corps Volunteer in Fuling, and has lived and worked in 

Chongqing, Beijing, and Hong Kong. He graduated from Yale College in 2001 and from 

Harvard Law School in 2007, and practiced corporate law for four years before founding TLN.
